Gay Clubs Back Away from Police Deal

The Police Officer 5 Association has been our enemy but it has come to us. 1 would be grossly ir¬ 
responsible if I and others did not use our power as a political force in this city to gain precisely this 
kind of concession from people — people who recognize our power, not because they happen to like 
us. because of the power that we have developed we have negated the campaign against a civilian 
complaint office in the police department and now have a good chance of winning in November I 
am proud of that.” 


Supervisor Harry Britt was 
answering a question this 
week after a press conference 
called by himself and Bob 
Barry, President of the Police 
Officers Association. Alleged¬ 
ly an agreement had been 
reached in which the POA 
would drop its opposition to 
Proposition A, the civilian 
complaint office measure au¬ 
thored by Britt, and Britt and 
the Gay community would 
endorse Proposition I, which 
would bring recently hired of¬ 
ficers up to the pension bene¬ 
fits established for older offi¬ 
cers, and Proposition J, 
which will give the police 
time-and-a-half for overtime 
instead of straight pay. 

GAY SUPPORT? 

Britt became the center of 
controversy himself. Although 
he urged that he spoke for 
himself, he added that he had 
consulted with many Gay and 
minority people before the 
press conference. No Gay or 
minority person from any 
group spoke at the confer¬ 
ence. Instead, the media 
heard a phalanx of ten elect¬ 
ed Democrats, from Con¬ 
gressman Phil Burton to su¬ 
pervisorial candidate Bill 
Maher, in support of A, I, and 
J. When Britt was questioned 
later about where his broad 
support came from he an¬ 
swered that Gwenn Craig, 
president of the Harvey Milk 
Gay Democratic Club, was 
present. The Milk club has 
taken no vote on the mea¬ 
sures, although Craig was in¬ 
volved in the negotiations. 


Britt would not name sup¬ 
porters. 

The S.F. Chronicle printed 
a story ten days ago about the 
alleged “secret” meetings in¬ 
volving Britt, Britt aide Dana 
Van Gorder, Craig, and 
political consultant Dick Pab- 
ich. Pabich had leaked the 
story to writer Larry Liebert. It 
brought immediate criticism 
of Barry from within the 
POA. It is no secret that a 
planned Gay/POA press 
conference was scrapped by 
Barry. A broader group of lib¬ 
eral Democrats were brought 
in to, as one reporter put it, 
“save Barry’s neck.” 

More copfusion surfaced 
when it became known that 
Britt had told The Pettit Re¬ 
port in September that he, 
Britt, had first approached the 
POA in mid-August with a 
proposal that if the POA 
would become neutral on A 
he would urge Gays to sup¬ 
port I and J. Police Officer 
Dan Linehan said at that time 
that A was no real threat to 
the department. One police 
officer told the S.F. Examiner 
that the POA “neutral” posi¬ 
tion on A happened because 
many officers voted in a POA 
poll that they were not really 
interested in the issue. The 
POA executive board some 
time ago voted (14-2) to be 
neutral on A. The question 
has now become “Who ap¬ 
proached who and who won 
concessions?” 

POLICE BRUTALITY 

Britt says he also has re¬

ceived an assurance from the 
POA officials that there is now 
going to be continuing dia¬ 
logue between the cops and 
Gays and Britt is hopeful that 
there is now an era of cooper¬ 
ation. The supervisor has 
been the central critic of the 
police for its alleged harass¬ 
ment of Gay people. Britt was 
informed that the Committee 
United Against Violence has 
reported a high incidence of 
police brutality complaints 
from Gay people since the 
S.F. Chronicle leaked the 
Gay/POA story. Director 
Diane Christensen told 


B.A.R. there had been seven 
harassment incidents report¬ 
ed in one week, compared 
with the usual weekly average 
of one. 

Britt responded that the 
police “homophobes in the 
department could go crazy. 
There is a real danger. That is 
the price you have to pay for 
progress . . . There might be 
some backlash.” 

LEADERS RESPOND 

“Harry stuck his neck out,” 
was the reaction of Connie 
O’Connor, President of the 
Alice B. Toklas Democrats. 
She said, “This is very contro¬ 
versial and has to be widely 
talked about. We were lob¬ 
bied by Harry and had a 
luncheon with POA officials 
but we made no commit¬ 
ment. This requires a vote of 
our membership. 1 am not go¬ 
ing to be railroaded into doing 
this.” She said she resented 
Britt saying “Toklas has had 
its own meetings with the 
POA” because it implied her 
club was supporting the 
measures. 

Stonewall Club’s Gerry 
Parker urged the membership 
of that club to endorse I and J 
and it did so by one marginal 
vote. He explained that he 
was for I and J because they 
are labor issues and that the 
public should support ade¬ 
quate wages and benefits for 
all people. The Stonewall 
club has since issued a press 
release saying it is not part of 
any “deal” or alliance and re¬ 
mains independent. 

Randy Stallings, Issues 
Chair of the Toklas Club, 
said, “I have never done any¬ 
thing secret in my political ca- - 
reer and I am not going to 
start now. I would not partici¬ 
pate in any agreement with 
the POA. Harry speaks for 
himself and he misrepresents 
a great deal. The implication 
he is making is that he has 
broad-based support and he 
does not.” 

Later at a Toklas meeting 


the Issues Committee urged 
its membership to take a “No 
Endorsement” position at its 
October 11 meeting. Stallings 
told the 100 present, “Policy 
cannot be determined in back 
rooms by political deals.” 
When Supervisor Carol Ruth 
Silver spoke at the same 
meeting she was booed by 
some when she announced 
her support of the police 
measures. 

Duke Armstrong, President 
of the Concerned Republi¬ 
cans for individual Rights, 
told B.A.R ., “I do not support 
the police proposition and I 
do not believe our club will.” 
He also said Britt never talked 
to him about the POA or a 
possible agreement. 

Proposition A would estab¬ 
lish an Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints in the police depart¬ 
ment at the cost of $625,000 
for its first year. It would be 
staffed only by civilians and 
no former officers. The OCC 
would have its own Director 
and be independent of the 
current Internal Affairs Bu¬ 
reau. The OCC would not 
handle complaints involving 
officers reporting other offi¬ 
cers. All disciplinary decisions 
come only from the Police

Atlas Robbed — Again 

Gays Give Chase

They did it again, only this time they didn’t get as much. Three young black men stormed intc 
Atlas Savings and Loan last Saturday at 11a.m., vaulted over the New Accounts desk and scooped 
up almost $5,000. They were out of the bank and running down Duboce Street by the time police 
responded to the alarm — just two and a half minutes after it went off. 


Two Atlas customers, who 
were in the parking lot at the 
time of the robbery, gave 
chase in their pickup, but they 
lost the robbers at the low in¬ 
come housing project on Va¬ 
lencia, between 14th and 
15th Streets. 


Precautions taken after the 
last robbery June 26, in which 
three black men made off 
with $16,000, limited the 
haul this time, according to 
Atlas president Gerry Flana¬ 
gan. Less cash was available 
at the teller stations and a red 
dye and tear gas explosive 
that was in with the stolen 
cash caused one of the rob¬ 
bers to drop his loot and cap 


outside the bank. 

Of the $4,930 taken, 
$2,072 was recovered — 
drenched in red dye, accord¬ 
ing to a spokesperson at Mis¬ 
sion Police Station. 

Flanagan said that unlike 
the first robbery — also done 
on a Saturday — there were 
many more witnesses pres¬ 
ent. Besides the seven Atlas 
employees there were 18 to 
20 customers in the lobby. 
Two Atlas employees were 
slapped by the robbers during 
the holdup — apparently be¬ 
cause they weren’t moving 
fast enough — but otherwise 
no one was injured. 


The robbers wore ski masks 
during the robbery and car¬ 
ried guns. 

Flanagan said that Atlas 
has hired uniformed and un¬ 
dercover guards off and on 
since the last robbery, but 
none was on duty last Satur¬ 
day. “I think we’re going to 
have a Saturday guard from 
now on,” he said. 

Police have suspects in the 
June 26 robbery, but no hard 
leads on who the latest rob¬ 
bers are, according to Inspec¬ 
tor Tim Casey. 

Flanagan says his employ¬ 
ees don’t think the second set 
of robbers is the same as the 
first. ■ 


































Alice Vice President Sal 
Rosselli, also a College Board 
candidate, had been en¬ 
dorsed at a previous meeting.

such an arrangement. 

“Even though many of us 
feel Carole is qualified and 
would be an asset to any po¬ 
litical office, we have, at this

With an overwhelming vic¬ 
tory at the Stonewall Gay 
Democratic Club’s endorse¬ 
ment meeting, Sal Rosselli’s 
College Board campaign 
launches into September full 
steam ahead.

Commission, appointed by 
the mayor, whether the com¬ 
plaints^ come from the OCC, 
IAB oFthe chief himself. (The 
daily press has erroneously 
reported that Prop. A would 
“add civilians” to the Internal 
Affairs Bureau.) 

In 1978 Supervisors Har¬ 
vey Milk and Silver intro¬ 
duced a measure before the 
Board of Supervisors that 
would have established a Ci¬ 
vilian Review Board in the 
police department. This 
board would have heard 
cases and meted out disci¬ 
pline itself. Britt later support¬ 
ed this measure and he says 
he still favors it. Realistically, 
Britt now believes that the 


milder OCC measure is more 
palatable and can become a 
reality in November. 

Britt says the best he could 
hope for at this time is for the 
POA to remain neutral on A. 
Although he has endorsed I 
and J he said it would not be 
possible for the POA to en¬ 
dorse A. He said, “That 
would be like asking me to 
come out against Gay rights. 
What we needed was to stop 
the POA from campaigning 
against A. We achieved that 
and it is like getting a $50,000 
gift for the Yes on A cam¬ 
paign. Now we can win in 
November.” ■

Palace banquet on Saturday. It was a bland affair, although the purpose was just — raising $5,000 
for the Alice B. Toklas Democratic Club treasury and honoring attorney Herb Donaldson, Demo¬ 
cratic activist Jane McKaskle Murphy, and paying tribute to the remarkable five-year-old Lesbian 
Rights Project. 


the Gay/police outreach pro¬ 
gram and is active in directing 
a senior citizen housing proj¬ 
ect and the SF Mental Health 
Association. He accepted the 
Toklas achievement award for 
the “hundreds of Lesbians 
and Gay men who serve us 
all.” 


Jane McKaskle Murphy, 
whose warm, charismatic per¬ 
sonality and genuine concern 
about civil liberties is widely 
recognized, told the crowd, 
“Do not be discouraged. The 
Moral Majority appears to 
have the money and claims to 
have the Lord on its side, but 
the polls still have the public 
with us on the important so¬ 
cial issues.”

Supervisor Dick Hongisto 
reflected that in the mid- 
1960’s it was difficult for Gay 
groups to even rent space in a 
hotel — any hotel. Now it was 
the Garden' Court with all of 
its historical elegance. Once 
again the great and near-great 
in city services and politics 
gathered to pay tribute, to see 
and be seen. Now the presti¬ 
gious names (almost every¬ 
one present is introduced at 
such affairs) which in the 
1960’s would have impressed 
the entire city have actually 
become routine. The tradi¬ 
tional framed certificates were 
presented to many — all de¬ 
served. What was missing 
was a dynamic personality or 
faux pas to top the evening. It 


didn’t happen. 

“We are all part of the 
world humanity,” Congress¬ 
man Phil Burton told the sev¬ 
eral hundred in attendance. 
“It is arrogant to discriminate. 
I fight against such arrogance. 
That shall always be my cause 
and. the flag that I will con¬ 
tinue to carry.” Burton is run¬ 
ning for re-election. 

Judge John Dearman in¬ 
troduced his friend. Herb 
Donaldson. Donaldson, a 
modest person and a success¬ 
ful businessman, has been 
known for some time as a 
behind-the-scenes “angel” 
for Democratic candidates 
and special Gay projects.

Last week the National Enquirer published photos of 
Shirley MacLaine at the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence’s 
Dog Show. The pictures, by photographer Robert Pruzan, 
had appeared originally in the Bay Area Reporter. Pru¬ 
zan told the B.A.R. he had no knowledge that the pic¬ 
tures would appear in the publication. 

The photos, which show the actress kissing a Lesbian 
member of the Gay Games committee were sold by Pru¬ 
zan to the B.A.R. and to Larry Williamson, representing 
himself as a staff writer for Update, a Southern California 
Gay publication. The pictures were physically picked up 
from Pruzan by a person identifying himself as Bill Mann 
from the San Francisco Chronicle.

Pat Burke, editor of Up¬ 
date , said that there was no 
Larry Williamson connected 
in any way with Update. The ‘ 
San Francisco Chronicle has 
no person in their directory by 
the name of Bill Mann. Fur¬ 
thermore, Burke stated that 
he had never seen the pic¬ 
tures, had no knowledge of 
the pictures’ existence and, to 
his knowledge, did not be¬ 
lieve anything had appeared 
in their newspaper regarding 
the Dog Show or Shirley 
MacLaine. 

This reporter also received 
a call from a person claiming 
to be from Update regarding 
the Dog Show. It is believed 
that the person who called the 
Bay Area Reporter and the 
person who purchased the 
pictures from Pruzan are the 
same person. At no time was 
there mention of the National 
Enquirer in the communica¬ 
tion. 

The article describes the 
Dog Show as part of a week¬ 
end Gay celebration. It says 
the weekend festivities in¬ 
cluded a “beauty” contest of 
Gay men, during which a 
Gay man who was dressed as 
a nun burned an American 
flag. Also quoted in the article 
is Marcus who, at the time of 
the show, was writing for the 


B.A.R. 

Any legal action that might 
be taken is the option of the 
photographer, Robert Pru¬ 
zan. He was disturbed by the 
appearance of the pictures in 
the National Enquirer. Pruzan 
said that he will be discussing 
the legal issues with an attor¬ 
ney this week. After that time 
he will make a decision re¬ 
garding any action he might 
take against the National En¬ 
quirer. 

The National Enquirer in 
the past few years has taken 
numerous exploitative swipes 
at San Francisco’s Gay com¬ 
munity. One feature in the 
publication resulted in a law¬ 
suit by the Gay Freedom Day 
Committee. After the Com¬ 
mittee filed a lawsuit against 
the publication, the paper ran 
a story noting that the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Day acti¬ 
vities received a larger grant 
from the San Francisco hotel 
tax fund than the Veteran’s 
Day parade. 

The article, which appear¬ 
ed in the August 31 issue of 
the Enquirer, was entitled 
“Shirley MacLaine Shocker / 
That Guy She’s Kissing is a 
Gay Gal.” The text was nei¬ 
ther negatively judgemental 
against the film actress nor the 
Gay lifestyle.

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“Peace In Our Time” 

Sitting on the Governor’s desk is a piece of legislation that is 
more a piece of legerdemain than one likes to contemplate. The 
sinister item is SB 1025. It behooves us all to urgently write Gov¬ 
ernor Brown and ask him not to sign the bill. 

Nobody is talking much about the bill because somehow it was 
slipped through the cracks in the closing hours of the legislative 
session in August with the blessing or the eyes closed of our 
Democratic party leaders. 

As best as I can learn about the bill, it permits a police officer 
to sue for damages if a citizen files a complaint against the officer 
and there is malice. As the laws read now, a public official gets 
nowhere in a libel suit against a private party or the media. A pub¬ 
lic person (in particular a public servant) surrenders part of their 
privacy rights, and almost totally when one comments on their 
job performance. 

Under the present law one is absolutely protected when one 
files a complaint about a police officer’s performance. Under 
SB 1025 such will no longer be the case. 

All of the Gay Demo clubs had vociferously complained about 
the bill when it first surfaced. All thought it had been deeply 
buried in the committee structure for this session. Abruptly it 
landed on the floor the session’s last day. Only the implicit hand 
of Speaker Brown makes this happen. The Democratic locals 
voted for the bill which was piggy-backed on some other 


And the local ACLU had an apoplectic seizure . . . and where 
had all the progressives gone? 

*P.S. At this point in my rumblings I became perplexed by my 
own thinking. And I put in a call to Assemblyman Art Agnos’ 
office for his rationale on the Democratic embrace. 

Agnos proceeded to tell me I was wrong on what I thought the 
bill was about and that it was a good item. I countered lamely; he 
said he would check further. An hour later Agnos called back to 
reveal that the bill indeed was bad, the legislators had made a mis¬ 
take. He said he would hand-carry a letter to the Governor urg¬ 
ing a veto.

ON ART AND BIG ‘GY 

★ I really enjoyed your article on Quaintance — I 
haven’t seen his work in years — it’s good to see that 
he is respected and remembered. He was a real trail- 
blazer in those days when photographers, publishers 
and artists were thrown in jail for using nudity. (1 think 
within the imposed limits Quaintance brought the 
male body out of the closet, and if he could have he 
would have been more sexually explicit.) 

By the way, I purchased some of the notecards on 
Castro. They are beautifully printed. Quaintance’s 
interpretations of masculine perfection created a 
vogue which was widely imitated by other artists and 
photographers, and his influence has contributed to 
what has become the gay esthetic — the codes of 
dress and appearance most, widely adopted by gay 
men: levis; lean-hipped; muscled torsos rippling 
under tight T-shirts; short haircuts; clean-cut mascu¬ 
linity. 

By the way, I notice in your article that you capital¬ 
ize the “G” in the word “Gay” every time you use it. 
I’ve tried doing that and found it to elevate my con¬ 
sciousness in the use of the word. It specializes the 
word and is a great way of realizing the pride that the 
word can denote. 

The word itself has various connotations, but I 
notice that your use of it with a capital “G” encour¬ 
ages one to appreciate the significance of the word 
and the people it signifies. There is pride in “Gay” — 
and though subtle, it makes an obvious difference. 


ON WEDDINGS 

★ I hardly know whether to laugh or cry on reading 
Karl Stewart's account of a gay wedding in a patio 
“transformed into the sanctuary," and where “one 
could hear a wave of silence move across the congre¬ 
gation.” 

When will Karl Stewart, who says he officiated at 
this wasteful travesty of a ritual evolved by nongays, 
be called on to “officiate” at the “divorce” proceed¬ 
ings bound to occur, sooner or later? What kind of 
absurd rot is this? 

This account at once called to mind the great 
Roman poet/satirist Juvenal’s accounts of “gay wed¬ 
dings” 3,000 years ago, not too long before the 
“Christians” took over. 

,Is our gay community so bankrupt in creative think¬ 
ing and perspective that we feel constrained to ape 
the hollow formalities of the homophobic, nongay 
society we live in? 

We might better try building on the simple, non- 
formal, private “bonding” set forth in Mary Renault’s 
great novel The Last of the Wine about two gay 
Greeks, Alexis and Lysis, circa 400B.C. Note the 
word “building.” I did not say “aping.” 

If these deluded fools really are parodigms of Stew¬ 
art’s “Knights in Leather,” 1 for one want no part of 
them — no more, I am certain, than they’d want any 
part of 


★ There are some people in the community who see 
me as a person with political ambitions. They are not 
incorrect in their assumptions. For indeed, since the 
day that Harvey Milk was killed, a casual friend who 
made a big impression on me, I have entertained such 
notions. 

Recently I have done some soul searching. I am 
going to step away from the political spectrum before I 
get too involved in it. 


Why should I go out and get my brains blown out, 
as Harvey did, for a group of people or a community 
that does not appreciate my efforts? I have made nu¬ 
merous efforts to work for the community and in each 
instance I have encountered internecine entitites who 
have discredited my credentials. 

I have always seen myself as one of the good guys. 
A person who cares about America. One who be¬ 
lieves in justice, in spite of reality. A fellow who most 
times knows the difference between right and wrong. 

I hope that I have always been an advocate for 
decency. 

My experience is not unique. Our community is 
filled with good people who are not appreciated. 
There is a guy who organized a highly successful 
musical organization. The community turned on him 
like a pack of wolves and cut off his balls. A coura¬ 
geous man founded CUAV because he did not want 
to see any of us beaten silly on the streets. And what 
did our community do in appreciation? He got the 
royal shaft. Mr. Arthur Evans, a gentleman who I 
have never met, has labored years for our liberation 
and is the scorn of our popper/piss drenched culture. 

I have had my opportunities to make a contribution 
to our society. They have never worked out. In 1965 
the late Don Bradley wanted to be my mentor. He 
offered to give me all the money I would need to run 
for office. I wanted to live my life as an artist and 
turned him down. The late Supervisor Harvey Milk 
appreciated my talent and made numerous attempts 
to get me on his band wagon. For some strange 
, reason (probably an ego clash) I did not pick up on it. 
The S.L.A. knew of my ranting and raving against the 
establishment and tried to recruit me to run with 
them. I could not do it. I am no a terrorist. If I had 
now I would be dead. 

When Harry Britt was transformed from a hotel 
clerk into a politician there was no one who wished 
him well more than I. For the first time in my life I 
walked the streets and gave money, that I could not 
afford, to a politician. Perhaps much of my motiva¬ 
tion was in consideration for Harvey Milk. I never got 
to first base with Supervisor Britt. That accounts for 
much of the reason why I have become one of his 
most vocal critics. 

Since I am putting my cards on the table let me 
address a few remarks in regard to Britt. I think that 
Harry is basically a turd and I don’t like him very well. 
Never the less, he is a good person. He tried to do the 
right thing. He is just as committed to our survival as I 
think that I am. We all know that he is nothing like 
Harvey Milk. 

And so brothers and sisters, dismiss any expecta¬ 
tions or fears of seeing this writer in the political arena. 
Are you listening to me Mr. Buckley, Mr. Kraus, Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Rivaldo and Friends, Supervisor Britt, Mr. 
Brown, Supervisor Kopp and David Scott?... You 
won't have me to fuck over anymore.

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Marks Scores Tops on Poll 

Independence Key to Beating Burton 


“Milton Marks can beat Phil Burton,” says San Francisco pollster Bernard Walp. His company. 
Western Polling & Research, was responsible for the poll of the Fifth Congressional District race 
which was recently released by Marks’ campaign manager, Ed Slevin.

“A major question in the 
campaign is how the issues 
are defined,” stated Walp. “If 
Burton can make Ronald 
Reagan, his administration, 
and his economic policies the 
issue, then Burton has some 
chance. But to do so, he will 
have to overcome the public’s 
current perception. If the 
electorate continues to see 
the race as one between Bur¬ 
ton and Marks, then Burton 
probably will not be reelect¬ 
ed.” 

Burton’s poor public image 
stands in direct contrast to the 
popularity of State Senator 
Marks. Said Walp, “Burton 
was the only Democrat in our 
survey who trailed a Republi¬ 
can in the Fifth Congressional 


District. What is shocking is 
that Jerry Brown — probably 
the most unpopular Demo¬ 
crat in the state — was run¬ 
ning 15 points ahead of Bur¬ 
ton.” 

The survey, which was 
done in thedast week of July, 
showed Marks leading Burton 
by a 43%-36% margin. 
Marks ran ahead of Burton in 
all age, income, and gender 
groups, although by varying 
margins. The poll also show¬ 
ed Attorney General George. 
Deukmejian behind Los An¬ 
geles Mayor Tom Bradley by 
56%-27%, and Brown 
ahead of San Diego Mayor 
Pete Wilson by 51%-36%. 

Walp said that the most sur¬ 
prising aspect of the survey 


was the size of the undecided 
vote. “In a case where there 
are two well-known and high¬ 
ly visible candidates for the 
same office, one would ex¬ 
pect the undecided vote to be 
a lot higher. It is an indication 
of Burton’s unpopularity that 
voters who usually vote 
Democratic committed them¬ 
selves to Marks rather than 
stating they were undecided. 
The poll showed a tremen¬ 
dous pool of voters who are 
concerned about Burton’s re¬ 
apportionment plan and be¬ 
lieve that he has lost touch 
with their needs. A high per¬ 
centage of Democrat and Re¬ 
publican voters feel reappor¬ 
tionment to be the key issue 
of the campaign.” 

The survey also tested per¬ 
ceptions of Fifth Congression¬ 
al District voters regarding 
favorable/unfavorable ratings 
of San Francisco public offi¬ 
cials. For example, Marks fol¬ 
lows only Supervisor Kopp in 
job rating approval with 69% 
of the voters giving Kopp a 
good job rating and 61% giv¬ 
ing Marks the top score. The 
ratings for Kopp, Marks, and 
Burton are as follows: 

Good Poor 
Kopp 69% 15% 

Marks 61% 9% 

Burton 48% 31% 

Although Walp refused to 
predict the outcome of the 
Fifth Congressional District 
fight, he concluded with these 
remarks, “Burton doesn’t 
look good to the voters when 
compared to Marks. If the 
public continues to perceive 
Senator Marks as an indepen¬ 
dent legislator, then San 
Francisco is going to have a 
new Congressman in Novem¬ 
ber.” 


National Marijuana Convention 
Held in San Francisco

Robert “Stoney” Gilbert will be sentenced at 9a.m. Friday, 
October 1, in Judge Claude Perasso’s court at the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice, 850 Bryant Street. Several dozen people picketed on the 
steps of that hall Monday morning in protest of the September 
9 jury verdict that convicted Stoney of felonious sale of $10 
worth of marijuana and calls for a 2-4 year prison sentence. 


Many of the participants in 
the picket has been at last 
weekend’s California Mari¬ 
juana Initiative/Yippie na¬ 
tional conference, held at The 
Farm, Potrero near Army. 

In a press statement issued 
Tuesday afternoon, confer¬ 
ence delegates also urged 
support of Ben Sasway, “the 
first draft resister indicted in 
the selective prosecution of 
over seven hundred thousand 
draft evaders.” Sasway is to 
be sentenced Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 4, in San Diego. 

Local spokesperson for the 
Youth International Party 
(YIP) Dennis Peron also 
threatened pee-ins on the 
fifty yard line in support of the 
National Football League 
Players’ Association resis¬ 
tance to owners’ plans to ini¬ 
tiate urine testing of athletes 
suspected of drug use. 

Says the YIP press state¬ 
ment: “This is only the first 
step toward forced urine test¬ 
ing of all American workers. 
Is nothing private?” 

Peron also threatened 
urine balloons “to water the 
astro-turf and throw at the 
owners” if the players are 
forced into testing. Other 
delegates suggested pee test¬ 
ing, if initiated against football 


players, could soon be man¬ 
datory in the schools and en¬ 
visioned pee narcs of the 
Moral Majority wiring urinals 
to nab any offensive urinator 
showing any intake of drugs. 

One delegate suggested 
that urine testing for drugs is 
already done in the Army. 

The convention, which say 
Coyote founder Margo St. 
James and The Realist foun¬ 
der Paul Krassner Saturday 
night, also reorganized stat- 
egy for achieving a 1984 Cali¬ 
fornia Marijuana Initiative 
drive. The group plans 
smoke-ins October 31 in New 
York, Columbus, Chicago, 
Washington, D.C., and Albu¬ 
querque. A march on Lynch¬ 
burg, Virginia, for individual 
rights is envisioned for next 
summer. Lynchburg is the 
mailing address for Jerry Fal- 
well and the Moral Majority. 

Organizers for a new mari¬ 
juana initiative on the ’84 
California ballot plan to build 
up their computer banks in 
the next 18 months before 
they begin the petition can¬ 
vassing stage. Using direct 
mail solicitation and other 
techniques learned in the Nu¬ 
clear Freeze peace move¬ 
ment, they hope to meet with 
more success than this year’s 


drive to put a marijuana ini¬ 
tiative on the California ballot. 

This year’s initiative drive 
was seriously damaged when 
police raided California Mari¬ 
juana Initiative headquarters 
in San Francisco after Stoney 
had sold $10 worth of mari¬ 
juana to a narcotics agent 
posing as a petitioner and 
working within the organiza¬ 
tion. 

Stoney’s supporters at 
Monday’s picket of the “Hall 
of Injustice” chanted “Nuke 
the Narcs, Narc the Nukes” 
and “The Law is a Crime — 
Free the Victim Now!” ac¬ 
cording to marijuana and Gay 
activist Peron. Another slo¬ 
gan was the theme on a post¬ 
er for last summer’s Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., smoke-in: “Pot’s 
an herb; Reagan’s a dope.” 

Stoney, who represented 
himself in the trial, was de¬ 
nied release on his own re¬ 
cognizance and is being held 
at San Francisco County’s jail 
facility in San Bruno pending 
his sentencing October 1. 

Citizens Against Marijuana 
Laws (CAML) are also plan¬ 
ning a spring caravan of 
smoke-ins across the country 
beginning with the Hash Bash 
in Ann Arbor on April 1. 

According to Peron, about 
100 people attended the 
weekend conference to re¬ 
group supporters for decrimi¬ 
nalization of marijuana. Said 
one Yippie this week, “It was 
the first convention we’ve had 
with goats.” The Farm is a 
patch of agricultural land 
under shadow of the freeway 
in San Francisco’s Mission 
District. ■

Police Beatings Increase

A SSAULTS ARE ALWAYS UGLY. Taking assault inci¬ 
dent reports day after day is extremely draining. 

When an assault is committed by the police — whose job it 
is to protect and serve our citizenry — the drain of the incident 
intensifies. When one of CUAV’s own community volunteers 
working to monitor a social event — working to keep people 
safe — is beaten by the police, a rage swells in the guts of our 
workers. And that is exactly what happened at Golden Gate 
Park at the Bandshell while monitoring Art in the Park. 

categories of assaults have 
been increasing and in partic¬ 
ular we are receiving a dra¬ 
matic increase in police bru¬ 
tality and misconduct reports. 


At about 1:30p.m., CUAV 
volunteers found an artist 
who had been convulsing. 
One of the CUAV monitors, 
and the victim in this particu¬ 
lar incident, applied first aid 
techniques in an attempt to 
save the artist’s life. Other 
monitors quickly phoned an 
ambulance crew at the re¬ 
quest of the attending moni¬ 
tor. Twenty minutes later the 
ambulance crew arrived, and 
the attending monitor yelled 
to the ambulance crew to 
hurry since the artist was be¬ 
ginning to choke on his own 
blood. The ambulance driver 
seemed irritated that he was 
being told what to do and 
called for a back-up of police. 
Six police cars showed up, 
twelve officers got out of their 
vehicles and surrounded the 
CUAV volunteers, threaten¬ 
ing to arrest all of them. Six of 
the officers then surrounded 
the attending monitor, who 
had assisted in saving the life 
of the artist. They handcuffed 
the attending monitor, beat 
his head against a stone wall 
and pushed him down a flight 
of long concrete cement 
steps. In the meantime, the 


Males are continuing to report 
as victims and witnesses in 
anti-Gay attacks. Additional¬ 
ly, the Women’s Outreach 
Program of CUAV figures 
heavily on the increase of wo¬ 
men reporting on violence di¬ 
rected toward Lesbian-identi¬ 
fied persons. One of the 
major trend changes aside 
from issues of police brutality 
are reports involving Gay 
men and Lesbians who come 
to each other’s aid during the 
process of a violent attack. 

Another trend change in¬ 
volves males who are victims 
of a sexual assault. Dialogues 
between the Sexual Trauma 
Services indicate that sexual 
assaults against males ap¬ 
pears to be reported at a 
greater rate than known in the 
past. Previously, the subject 
of male sexual assault had not 
been categorized as a major 
statistical entity of CUAV. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the recent summer 
program of SOS Ministries

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other monitors were kept in a 
bandshell office and besieged 
with questions. After the 
questions, after the beating of 
the attending monitor, after 
pushing him down a flight of 
steps, the police left!!! No ar¬ 
rests were made, no citations 
were given. Our CUAV vol¬ 
unteer was left with welts, 
bruises, and a leg so severely 
injured that he required a cast 
and is presently able to walk 
only with the aid of crutches. 

Ironically, there is a ques¬ 
tion as to whether he is quali¬ 
fied for state medical com¬ 
pensation for victims because 
the police have refused to file 
an incident report on the mat¬ 
ter. He has, however, filed a 
report with the Internal Affairs 
Bureau and plans to file a re¬ 
port with D. A. Arlo Smith. 

T hese QUICK HITS are a 
sample of the recent as¬ 
sault reports taken by CUAV. 
As with the above incident, 
the dates are omitted to as¬ 
sure client confidentiality. 
Most of these reports have 
happened within the past two 
weeks. CUAV reports in all 


yielded many claims that the 
street preachers were at¬ 
tempting to incite a riot by re¬ 
ligious overtones. Remem¬ 
ber, if you are a victim of a 
violent attack, or if you are a 
witness to an attack, report it 
immediately. Someone’s life 
might depend on it. Phone 
864-7233 (UNI-SAFE). 

7TH AT MARKET 

The victim was getting off 
work and was catching the 
Haight Street bus. The bus 
was filled so the victim enter¬ 
ed the bus from the rear door. 
As he reached the top of the 
steps inside the bus, someone 
yelled “get off of this bus.” 
The victim saw the person 
who yelled this order and de¬ 
cided to exit the bus. As he at¬ 
tempted to disembark, this 
same person shoved him out 
and the victim landed head¬ 
first on the pavement. All of a 
sudden, two unidentified and 
ununiformed officers grabbed 
the victim lying on the street 
and shoved his face into the 
cement. The victim had no 
idea that these persons were 
officers and when they at¬ 


tempted to cuff him, he resist¬ 
ed. At this point, a uniformed 
officer approached the scene 
of the altercation and the vic¬ 
tim stopped resisting, thinking 
the officer would stop this as¬ 
sault. When the officer began 
talking to the persons holding 
the victim, the victim realized 
that the persons holding him 
were plainclothes. The victim 
was then placed in an upright 
position and was told that the 
officer in the bus claimed that 
the victim took a swing at 
him. The victim denied this. 
Then, the officers told the vic¬ 
tim to get into the black-and- 
white police vehicle. The vic¬ 
tim hesitated, unsure of how 
to get into the police vehicle. 
One of the officers grabbed 
the victim and shoved him so 
that his head struck the side of 
the car. The victim then man¬ 
aged to get into the vehicle 
and decided not to say any¬ 
thing else. Then the victim’s 
bag was checked and they 
discovered half a joint. The 
officer in the car told him that 
no charges would be pressed 
unless he agreed to remain 
silent about the incident. 
Otherwise they would charge 
him with possession. The vic¬ 
tim agreed and was released. 
He filed with the Internal Af¬ 
fairs Bureau the following 
day. 

LAFAYETTE PARK 

Two victims were in the 
bushes of Lafayette Park. 
Two plainclothes officers 
jumped into the bushes and 
without identifying themselves 
as officers, handcuffed the 
victims and pushed them 
down the hill. Both of the vic¬ 
tims were without trousers 
and the police refused to let 
them dress themselves prior 
to the arrest. Throughout the 
incident, the officers referred 
to the victims as “buttfuckers” 
and “faggots.” They were 
marched still unclothed 
through the park and onto a 
public street at Gough and 
Clay where they waited for 20 
minutes for a police car to 
take them to Northern Sta¬ 
tion. The first victim asked the 
officer to see his police badge. 
The officer responded by hit¬ 
ting him on the side of the 
head with his nightstick. Later 
he asked for his cuffs to be 
loosened, since his circulation 
was cut off. The response to 
this request was tightening his 
cuffs another notch and push¬ 
ing him to the ground. Both 
of the victims were given a ci¬ 
tation and released. 

MARCELLO’S PIZZA/ 

17TH & CASTRO 

The cook of Marcello’s 
Pizza was talking to a person 
who was described as a “punk 
rocker” by the reportee of this 
incident. On the street, as 
both of them were speaking, 
the reportee observed a 
police car with three officers 
suddenly turn around on 
Castro Street in front of the 
two victims. All of the officers 
jumped out of the police vehi¬ 
cle and rousted both of the 
victims. Then, the officers 
handcuffed the punk rocker. 
The witness/reportee asked 
the officer what had happen¬ 
ed and why this man was be¬ 
ing arrested. The officer re¬ 
sponded, “Because he’s 
drunk and he has fleas.” He 
added, “We’re taking him to 
the hoosegow.” The victim/ 
reportee overheard the officer 
tell the cook that the police 
would contact his supervisor 
at Marcello’s and get him into 
trouble with the manage¬ 
ment. The reportee stated 
that he could not understand 
the hostility of the police as 
none of the persons involved 
appeared to be drunk. He 
stated that the only reason the 
police responded as they did

was because of the looks of 
the punk rocker and the con¬ 
tinuing problems of police 
purposely harassing Gay- 
identified persons. He added, 
“They would never do this in 
other communities.” 

CHURCH/MARKET 

Two males were walking 
toward their car. Three police 
officers approached them, 
and the two were handcuffed 
and taken to Mission Station. 
At the station, both victims 
had their personal belongings 
taken from them and were 
not issued a receipt. Both of 
the victims were handcuffed 
to a bench with three other 
persons, making it impossible 
to sit comfortably. One of the 
arrested men stated: “You 
really like this, don’t you?” 
This officer then took the vic¬ 
tim to a small room. Later, 
when he came out of this 
room witnesses observed he 
had a bloody face. He was 
then handcuffed to the 
bench. The victim stated that 
this officer had smashed his 
face against the cement wall. 
He sustained cuts to the face, 
a bloody nose, and dental 
problems as a result of the at¬ 
tack. Later, both of the vic¬ 
tims were taken to a cell. The 
other victim was removed ap¬ 
proximately 20 minutes later 
and an officer said, “You 
want trouble too, don’t you?” 
The officer then slammed the 
victim’s head against the wall. 
Both of the victims were 
transported to the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice for processing. Victim # 1 
was cited and released. Vic¬ 
tim **2 was charged and re¬ 
leased upon bail. Both of the 


• circulating petitions and

Over the past two years, 
GRNL’s Field Associate pro¬ 
gram has grown to include 
participants from almost 40 
states. Many of these local 
activists will be meeting each 
other for the first time in No¬ 
vember, when they gather in 
Washington, D.C. Their 
weekend meeting will focus 
on skill-building workshops, 
planning sessions, and an 
analysis of the 1982 elections. 
It will be an opportunity for 
Field Associates and GRNL 
staff to become better ac¬ 
quainted and share their 'ex¬ 
victims then went to Central 
Emergency for treatment of 
wounds inflicted by Officers of 
the Peace. 

MARKET/5TH 

A Lesbian was sitting on a 
bus when a male sat down be¬ 
side her and began harassing 
her. The assailant referred to 
her being a Lesbian in a de¬ 
rogatory manner. A Gay man 
observing the altercation 
came over to her and at¬ 
tempted to offer assistance. 
The assailant responded to 
him, “I’m going to kick your 
ass,.mother-fucker!” The wo¬ 
man then attempted to get 
the attention of the bus driver. 
The bus driver looked back at 
her, made eye contact, and 
continued driving and did not 
acknowledge her request for 
assistance. As the verbal con¬ 
frontation continued, the Gay 
man went to the front of the 
bus and the woman, sensing 
even greater danger, followed 
the assailant. The driver again 
did nothing to come to the aid 
of victims. The victims disem¬ 
barked the bus in front of the 
Emporium and the assailant 
followed. The assailant con¬ 
tinued to verbally harass the 
male victim and then struck 
him in the face. Quick think¬ 
ing by the woman produced a 
can of mace and she sprayed 
it squarely in the assailant’s 
face. The assailant immedi¬ 
ately fled the scene of the inci¬ 
dent. The victims reported 
the incidents to police officers 
in the vicinity and the police 
pursued the assailant. The 
assailant was not apprehend¬ 
ed. 

CASTRO/20TH 

A Gay man was walking

over a hill on Castro at 20th 
Street when a male walking 
toward the victim suddenly 
grabbed him around the neck 
and demanded his money. 
The victim kicked the feet of 
the assailant and both the as¬ 
sailant and victim fell to the 
ground. The victim managed 
to get away from the assailant 
momentarily and sensing that 
the assailant would continue 
his assault, managed to pin 
the assailant against a wall. 
During this altercation, the 
victim’s wallet fell to the 
ground and the assailant at¬ 
tempted to reach for it. The 
victim then kicked the wallet 
away from the assailant. The 
assailant managed to get 
away and then lunged toward 
the wallet, grabbed it, and be¬ 
gan running. The victim yell¬ 
ed for assistance. Two 
women who realized what 
was happening began 
blowing their whistles. An¬ 
other woman inside of her 
apartment heard the whistles, 
stuck her head outside of the 
window, and yelled “Should I 
call the police?” The response 
from the victim was “Yes” 
and the woman apparently 
called the police immediately. 

The victim then pursued the 
assailant and when He had al¬ 
most reached him, the assail¬ 
ant suddenly turned around 
and produced a knife and 
yelled, “Okay, that’s enough 
...” The victim stopped and 
the assailant fled. The police 
arrived at the scene of the in¬ 
cident and pursued the assail¬ 
ant. The assailant was not ap- \ 
prehended. The victim was 
treated for superficial wounds 
and was treated by a physi¬ 
cian. ■

Endorsements

T he Alice B. Toklas Me¬ 
morial Democratic Club, 
the state’s oldest and possibly 
largest Gay political club, en¬ 
dorsed Monday night at the 
Swedish American Hall on 
Market Street. And Alice 
members cast 151 votes for 
the five supervisorial seats 
open in the November elec¬ 
tion (91 votes needed for en¬ 
dorsement) . Endorsed were 
incumbents Doris Ward, Rich¬ 
ard Hongisto, Nancy Walker, 
and challenger Greg Day (a 
well-known Gay activist), all 
of whom had been endorsed 
by the club’s Political Action 
Committee. 


S upporters of Community 
College Board candidate 
Carole Migden are furious 
that the Alice Toklas member¬ 
ship refused to endorse their 
candidate Monday night and 
are threatening to return the 
favor when Alice’s candidate, 
Sal Rosselli, seeks the en¬ 
dorsement of the Harvey Milk 
Gay Club . . . Migden, inci¬ 
dentally, is being aided by h 
party at the home of Bob 
Dockendorff next Tuesday 
(Sept. 21, 6-9p.m., 863- 
1696 for info); the Choral 
Majority will appear and a 
contribution of $5, $10 or 
$15 is asked. 


Supervisor Ward led the 
voting with 134 votes, follow¬ 
ed by Richard Hongisto with a 
120 vote total. One of the few 
surprises of the voting out¬ 
come was the failure of Les¬ 
bian Carole Migden to receive 
the Alice endorsement for a 
seat on the Community Col¬ 
lege Board. A total of 146 
votes were cast in that race 
with 88 needed for possible 
endorsement and Migden fell 
short, receiving only 78 
votes. Another candidate for 
the College Board, Sal Ros¬ 
selli had been endorsed ear¬

be the only candidate en¬ 
dorsed for the three seats up 
for election in November.

Alice members voted 
Monday night to endorse in¬

Toklas members voted an 
endorsement of local Propo¬ 
sition A (Office of Citizens 
Complaints) and Prop. G that 
would increase the pay of Su¬ 
pervisors. On state-wide 
propositions, Toklas endorsed 
Props. 4, 11, and 15 (gun 
control) while opposing Prop. 
14, the reapportionment 
plan.

Nez: Living or dead, whom 
do you respect and why? 


Al: That’s easy... Sir Winston 
Churchill! He had bulldog 
tenacity when he stood up 
against the Nazis. I would like 
to emulate him. 

Nez: Who is Al? 

Al: Now, that’s a good ques¬ 
tion! Who is Al? I’ve played so 
many different roles that the 
real Al is lost! I’m a pompous 
dictator. I’m arrogant and 
nasty. Sometimes I have a 
good sense of humor. I’m 
loving and concerned — and 
hopefully well liked in my 
circle of friends. Al is Al. It’s 
the old saying, “Love me or 
leave me.” I do know that Al 
couldn’t be Al without the 
backing of Roy. I couldn’t be 
me without him! 

Nez: Any final comments 
from the villain of Hayward?

The San Jose Fair Police 
Practices Committee is 
moving ahead on some of the 
plans developed at the stra¬ 
tegy meeting I mentioned in 
this column a couple of weeks 
ago, relative to the bookstore 
arrests. 

So far, as a result of their 
efforts, members of the Santa 
Clara County Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s Board of Trustees were 
pushed to a vote on a resolu¬ 
tion calling for a halt to the 
arrests. Due largely to what 
appears to be collusion be¬ 
tween the current President of 
the Bar Association and the 
San Jose Chief of Police, the 
resolution was voted down 
The Chief was invited to pre¬ 
sent “statistics” to a pre-vote 
agenda committee review, an 
unusual move according to 
my sources. 

To add insult to injury, the 
Bar Associafion Prez, in his 
regular column in the Advo¬ 
cate Journal (the local law 
rag), on August 2nd, wrote a 
review on each of several re¬ 
staurants he frequents, saying 
that the only alternative dis¬ 
cussion whould have been 
about the resolution vote, and 
“now aren’t you glad you 
heard about restaurants?”

well (conservatively) points 
out that $250,000 has been 
spent on police and court 
costs to maintain this arrest 
policy since it began last Sep¬ 
tember while the incidence of 
violent crime such as rape 
(two a day in San Jose) con¬ 
tinues to climb. 

Hundreds of men who 
were interviewed have identi¬ 
fied their arrests as entrap¬ 
ment. They are arrested 
under criminal code 647A, 
which carries with it manda¬ 
tory registration as a sex of¬ 
fender, jail time and up to 
$600 in fines. This is for 
talking to an undercover cop 
about having sex — not ac¬ 
tually having sex. The cops 
try to get the “offender” to 
agree to have sex in their car, 
then the cop makes his arrest, 
allegedly whether or not the 
“offender” agrees. 

According to a committee 
report, one judge estimates 
that 85% of those arrested 
plead guilty and do not seek 
legal advice because they 
don’t understand the charge. 
Some who have pleaded 
guilty have been jailed for 
terms ranging from three to 
twenty-five days, and many 
have lost their jobs. Many of 
those willing to fight the 
charges are discouraged 
when they realize that taking 
it to trial could cost more than 
$3000. 

Treadwell and other mem¬ 
bers of the committee have 
compiled information for a 
pamphlet that they plan to 
distribute locally as well as a 
petition calling upon the San 
Jose Police to halt the arrests. 
There are several other plans 
that were revealed during the 
meeting, but identified as “off 
the record” until they’re put 
into effect. 

My more loyal readers 
know by now what I think of 
closets.

I stand behind this 
committee’s work 100%, and 
will keep you posted on de¬ 
velopments.

W hat do you do in a city that Bob Damron hasn’t been to yet? Glen Helen Regional Park 
was such a “city” Labor Day Weekend during the US Festival. With a population ap¬ 
proaching 200,000 it was the largest Hooverville of the current depression. How 
many of us were part of US? See “Gay Presence” below. 

Unlike Woodstock which grew out of a movement, US was an effort to start a movement — 
the end of the “Me” decade and the beginning of “US” working together and loving each other. 
Can it succeed? See “Philosophy” below. 

The festival was the brainchild of Stephen Wozniak, co-founder of Apple Computers, who 
reportedly poured $12.5 million into it saying he didn’t care whether he made money or just 
threw a party for a few hundred thousand friends. He did, however, include an exhibit area 
where people trying to beat the heat could see and try the latest equipment of Apple and other 
high tech companies. See “Capitalism” below. 

The main attraction was the music, 19 bands booked by impressario Bill Graham. The main 
distraction was the heat, which got up to 110 degrees. For a San Franciscan that indicates a 
fatal disease — temperatures over 100 don’t relate to weather at all. From new wave to heat 
wave US was, depending on your era, the cat’s meow (not many of them there), real cool, crazy 
man crazy, far out, fanfuckingtastic or totally awesome. See “The Music” below. 

Drugs were as readily available as junk food, but consumption was less conspicuous than 
distribution. The Woodstock generation was trying to prove something; for US drugs are a part 
of life as optional as if they were legal. 

The San Bernardino area where the festival was held is known as the dustiest spot in Cali¬ 
fornia outside of my apartment. The nickname “dUSt Festival” sprang up spontaneously all 
over the park. The dust turned to mud in areas around fountains, showers and fire hoses. Water 
was definitely the opiate of the masses that weekend, the best thing in life and it was free. The 
amount used at the festival could probably have effected a compromise in the Peripheral Canal 
dispute. 


They don’t, so they didn’t 
come to the Gay press for ad¬ 
vertising or publicity, and they 
didn’t honor our request for 
credentials. They said we 
asked too late, but you can be 
sure there was no deadline for 
press they considered impor¬ 
tant. 

Why are we giving them 
coverage then? Because in a 
return to “invisible minority” 
status we failed to let them 
know we were part of US; 
and if we don’t we can expect 
the Gay press to be similarly 
ignored on the Who’s farewell 
tour and other future rock 
events, even though Gay 
money will be spent on 
tickets. And because we were 
a part, however small, of 
what may have been an his¬ 
toric event, and for once we 
want to make sure Gays 
aren’t written out of history. 

As for the number of Gays 
in the crowd I can attest to 
only two — myself and the 


cause all of US were sharing a 
common experience. Close 
to the stage people were 
jammed so tight that you 
couldn’t be particular about 
whose ass you were rubbing 
up against or whose cock was 
pressed into your ass as you 
both moved to the music. 1 
had that experience with se¬ 
veral women as well as men 
and even enjoyed it some¬ 
times; but anyone wanting 
more would have had to pro¬ 
ceed with caution. 

It was “The good old days” 
again. There were no bar 
guides, no local hairdresser to 
ask and no quicherie among 
the concession stands. You 
couldn’t tell by earrings (I’m 
sure the men wearing them 
weren’t all Gay so I don’t 
know if any were) or skimpy 
attire (by bikini barely made 
the top ten) either. There was 
no common look to adopt or 
one type of music to listen to 
to be Gay identified. It was 
three days with neither clones

GAY PRESENCE 

T his is going to be the 
controversial part, be¬ 
cause both the festival’s 
attitude and mine will be seen 
by some as homophobic. 

It was definitely not a mi¬ 
nority festival. Hoping to at¬ 
tract a quarter of a million 
people they booked acts that 
would appeal to white, 
middle class Southern Cali¬ 
fornia mainstream rock and 
rollers. A lot of those people 
are Gay, but that’s not their 
primary identity. 

Even The mainstream is 
somewhat factionalized, and 
not everyone appreciated 
both the Friday new wave of 
Ramones, Talking Heads, 
English Beat, Oingo Boingo, 
Gang of Four, B-52’s and Po¬ 
lice; and Sunday’s shit-kick¬ 
ing country/folk of Grateful 
Dead, Jerry Jeff Walker and 
Jimmy Buffett. 

Only two bands featured 
blacks prominently, one 
(English Beat) as lead singer, 
and black non-attendance 
was proportionate. Santana 
was there to give Hispanics 
someone to "relate to, and a 
number of them turned out. 
The only openly Gay artist I 
know of in the lot was Ray 
Davies of the Kinks. Oingo 
Boingo sang “Gay Banter” 
but the comic who preceded 
them on stage was a Gay 
baiter. 

The festival didn’t and pro¬ 
bably shouldn’t have tried to 
book entertainers with specific 
Gay appeal; I can’t think of 
one who would have fit in. 

That’s where we’ve painted 
ourselves into a corner by be¬ 
coming so strongly associated 
with disco and cult per¬ 
formers. If promoters were 
aware of our actual diversity 
(as opposed to the 31 flavors 
we parade every June) they’d 
realize we have the same per¬ 
centage of rock and rollers 
(and other types, if not 
stereotypes) as the general 
population. 


friend I went with. I saw one 
woman in a “Gay Pride Festi¬ 
val” T-shirt and one man in a 
“Castro” T-shirt, so count 
them as probables. Count as 
probable non-Gays the over¬ 
age preppies who responded 
crudely to the nymphets who 
courted it by running around 
topless and the men whose T- 
shirts read “I may not go 
down in history but I’d sure 
like to go down on your little 
sister” and “Smoke pot, eat 
pussy and trip like a big 
fucking dog.” They’re not 
subtle, but non-Gays don’t 
have handkerchief codes to 
rely on. 

Friendly smiles were re¬ 
turned without attitude be¬ 


nor disco — and you know 
what? I loved it! 

I don’t mind being Gay and 
I don’t care who knows about 
it, but I think we’ve overdone 
it in San Francisco where it 
can be a full time job. I was 
never unaware of being Gay 
at the festival (so many men 
— so little clothing) but other 
parts of my being could take 
precedence. My friend and I 
kissed or held hands if we felt 
like it and no one seemed 
bothered, if they noticed. It 
was nice for sexuality to be a 
non-issue for a few days. 

THE MUSIC 

y favorite set was the 
Kinks, not (conscious¬ 
ly at least) because of 



Davies’ Gayness, which I 
didn’t remember until later. 
There was no act I really dis¬ 
liked, and I caught at least 
part of all of them. To com¬ 
plete the record, the ones I 
haven’t mentioned yet are 
Fleetwood Mac, Pat Benatar, 
Tom Petty, Jackson Browne, 
Dave Edmunds, Eddie 
Money and the Cars. Most 
sets were a combination of 
greatest hits and cuts from the 
latest album. Pat Benatar was 
one of the few to do unre¬ 
leased material (with several 
plugs for the November 
album release). 


blimp; on hot air balloons; on 
all souvenirs that were given 
away and some that were 
sold; above the stage; on T- 
shirts and buttons; on conces¬ 
sion stand; and in the exhibit 
booths. Will anyone who was 
there ever forget Apple, Mit¬ 
subishi, Datsun, Miller and 
Tecate beers, 7-Up or others 
I’ve already forgotten? 

The evangelists were there 
too, handing out tracts and 
displaying a sign (anti-sin but 
not specifically anti-Gay) 
that’s been seen at some Gay 
Pride demonstrations. Near 



It was excellent program¬ 
ming; I would listen to a radio 
station that played this assort¬ 
ment of artists. And every 
band advertised showed up! 

No one could say they didn’t 
get their $37.50 worth of 
music; plus video, laser 
shows, a full moon and other 
special effects, the Goodyear 
blimp and a massive balloon 
release (not as impressive in 
that larger area as the one at 
the Gay Olympic Games 
opening had been). I missed 
Woodstock and may be too 
old for the next major festival, 
so I’m glad I was part of US. 

CAPITALISM 

f Wozniak wasn’t out to 

make money on the festi¬ 
val, somebody was. There 
seemed to be as many people 
running concession stands 
(food, T-shirts, etc.) and 
hawking in the crowd as 
listening to the music. Festival 
programs sold for $3. Food 
was only moderately over¬ 
priced ($1.25/hot dog, $1/ 
soft drink) but far less varied 
than at the average street fair. 

The availability of video 
games in the exhibit tents may 
have kept some youngsters 
from seeing any of the con¬ 
cert. 

Speaking of video, when I 
found myself watching the 
screens instead of the distant 
stage i began to worry about 
the generation that’s grown 
up unable to distinguish TV 
from real life or to believe 
anything they haven’t seen on 
the tube. I felt as if I might as 
well be watching a film of the 
concert in a theater with an 
exceptionally good sound 
system. 

There was advertising 
everywhere: in the skies via 
three kinds of planes and a

the end of the Fleetwood Mac 
set that ended the weekend a 
plane flew overhead flashing 
the message: “Sinners repent 
— believe in Jesus Christ or 
go to hell.” The crowd gener¬ 
ally ignored all this, but those 
well-meaning assholes cer¬ 
tainly did their cause more 
harm than good. Don’t con¬ 
fuse them with Christians. If 
Jesus had been asked to 
speak at the festival he would 
have talked about love, not 
condemnation. He was the 
original US person. Which 
brings us to 

THE PHILOSOPHY 

T here were hassles a- 
plenty, as you might 
expect at such a tre¬ 
mendous undertaking in such 
tremendous heat. This of¬ 
fered countless opportunities 
for us to start acting like US by 
helping each other or just 
showing consideration. I 
could point to numerous 
small courtesies, mostly in¬ 
volving the sharing of water; 
but most began after the 
sharer’s own needs had al¬ 
ready been met. 


There was also consider¬ 
able rudeness, beginning with 
the staff, most of whom 
seemed unhappy to be work¬ 
ing. When it came to standing 
in line or trying to get close to 
the stage it was everyone for 
himself. Radios blared past 2 
AM in the campgrounds, and 
at festival’s end near-empty 
cars sped laughingly past des¬ 
perate hitch-hikers. 


It was disappointing but not 
surprising to learn that “US” is 
just the plural of “me.” ■

Cloggers Triumphant! 

Following last week’s story 
on the Barbary Coast Clog¬ 
gers, group member Richard 
Talmy sends this report. 

The moment we had 
worked for all summer is al¬ 
most upon us. Here we are, 
the Barbary Coast Clog¬ 
gers, the first Gay as well as 
all male clogging group to 
be invited to perform at the 
Southern California Clog¬ 
ging Association convention 
getting ready to face a 
crowd of 1500 mostly con¬ 
servative people from mid¬ 
dle America in the main hall 
of the Hemet Fairgrounds. 
We participated in the work¬ 
shops last evening and to¬ 
day and everyone has been 
very friendly. But then may¬ 
be they didn’t know we were 
that Gay group from San 
Francisco. Tonight they’ll 
know it! The entire group is 
nervously wondering what 
kind of reception we’ll get 
when we are introduced. 

Artistically, we are confi¬ 
dent in our ability to do a top- 
notch performance. Just be¬ 
fore dinner, Jeff Cowden, our 
leader and team captain, ran 
us through the number we 
will be doing and it looks fine. 
The whole routine is hot! Our 
artistic director, Janice Han- 
zel, wrote it just for us to per¬ 
form here and it has some of 
the most interesting patterns 
and complicated footwork 
that we have ever done. 

The program is starting 
early, and first we join the 
whole audience in dancing 
“Red Hair Boy,” one of the 
numbers most everyone here 
knows how to do. This has a 
calming effect and I forget 
about being nervous. 

As we line up on either side 
below the elevated stage, the 


announcer is asking people to 
clear the space within the yel¬ 
low lines on the concrete floor 
for the next performing 
group. I can hear a male 
voice saying, “I want you to 
give particular attention to this 
next group. I saw them in San 
Jose last year and they are a 
super group.” Then I hear 
Janice announce, “And now 
ladies and gentlemen, from 
San Francisco, the Barbary 
Coast Cloggers.” The ap¬ 
plause is so loud that I can 
barely hear Jeff call out “. . . 
one . . . two . . three . . . 

four ...” We begin with an a 
cappella entrance right on 
cue. As we enter I hear loud 
applause. We come to center 
stage in pairs from two oppo¬ 
site lines on the sides to do 
some fancy solos, still a cap¬ 
pella.

centration when I hear some 
shouts of “all right” followed 
by applause while Doug and I 
do our solo number. When 
Jeff and Albert begin to do an 
original step that Jeff wrote, 
the whole place erupts in ap¬ 
plause. As we finish the a 
cappella entrance we are sup¬ 
posed to go right into the 
musical portion but we have 
to wait for the applause to die 
down. The smiles that we 
pasted on at the beginning of 
the routine are now coming 
naturally. 

The music starts and we go 
into the routine with full con¬ 
fidence. I can see Janice and 
some of her fellow instructors 
on the stage giving her the 
thumbs up sign. When the 
music ends we receive an 
ovation equal to the best 
groups that preceded us. We 


also hear some scattered 
shouts of “More, More!” We 
exit a cappella and the ap¬ 
plause crescendos again. 

Janice comes up to us out¬ 
side and she is on cloud nine. 
We are all a little giddy and 
dying to exchange impres¬ 
sions but people keep coming 
up to congratulate us. Dennis 
Cobia from the National Utah 
Clogging Festival comes up 
and extends us an invitation 
to come to Provo next year. 
He explains the clogging fes¬ 
tival is a part of the week-long 
American Freedom Festival 
that Donny and Marie Os¬ 
mond (!) sponsor every July 4 
and they will PAY us to come 
and perform. We are now so 
dazed that we are numb. 

We go back in the hall to 
savor our moment of glory 
and receive more congratula¬ 
tions. A Gay man tells us that 
he had to wipe away a tear 
when he saw the reaction to 
our introduction. 

I can now see the main rea¬ 
son for this convention and 
how we fit into it. Even 
though clogging is one of the 
oldest American dance forms, 
relatively little is known about 
it. Since it is now enjoying an 
explosive revival, it is basically 
being re-invented. Different 
styles, steps, and terminology 
are popping up all over the 
West and especially within 
California. There is a desire to 
create some uniformity in 
clogging and a national or¬ 
ganization will be formed this 
year. Meanwhile, conven¬ 
tions like this one are forums 
where groups can compare 
and learn from each other. 
The fact that we are taking 
clogging back to its all male 
roots is of interest to the other 
groups. The fact that we hap¬ 
pen to be Gay makes little or 
no difference to them. We 
have been accepted solely be¬ 
cause of our artistic ability and 
isn’t that what Gay liberation 
is all about? 


Taylor Made Pop 

We’re not sure whether 
Taylor Mead is Gay or not, 
or even whether he’s ani¬ 
mal, vegetable, mineral, or 
faerie sprite. The only thing 
that’s positive is that the fa¬ 
mous fall down star of Andy 
Warhol films is in town this 
weekend. 

Mead will perform live Tay¬ 
lor Mead on Amphetamine 
and in Europe (or, Confes¬ 
sions of an Anonymous 
Youth) as well as screen se¬ 
lections from his personal 
films, Home Movies, which 
feature a Pop life extreme. At 
his best performing himself, 
Mead’s performance in New 
York was praised by Tennes¬ 
see Williams, “all art is a scan¬ 
dal; life fries to be; I come 
close — Taylor Mead suc¬ 
ceeds.”

A Thousand to One 

Studio Rhino has seats 
for less than one hundred, 
but their stage will soon 
hold many times that. A 
solo performance titled 
Charles Busch Alone 
With A Cast of Thou¬ 
sands will receive a one 
night showcase on Wednes¬ 
day, September 22, at 
8p.m. in Studio Rhino. 

The twist is that these thou¬ 
sands appear on stage one at 
a time, and all are played by 
Busch, whose show was 
praised by New Yorkers. 

In Hollywood Confidential 

Busch portrays not only plati¬ 
num blonde starlet Lola 
Lame, but the Hollywood 


types who surround her — 
The Film Director, The Sec¬ 
ond Husband, The Gossip 
Columnist (“she knew all and 
was willing to squeal”). A 
Theatrical Affair takes place 
at a producer’s party and is 
highlighted by Busch’s por¬ 
trayal of an aging actress 
meeting the illegitimate child 
she conceived with the party’s 
host. 

You get the idea. Yet it 
doesn’t seem to be all camp, 
as reviewers have praised 
Busch’s “pathos and satire” as 
well as his acting ability. The 
New York-based performer 
presents only one perform¬ 
ance before packing up his 
cast of thousands to return 
home.

Madame, The World’s Oldest Teena ger 

The Best Little “Place” 
on TV

W hile Madame is the lone star of her new tv series 
Madame’s Place, you can bet her friend Wayland 
flowers has a hand in things. And they are just 
friends. “Strictly p-p-platonic,” she insists. As she stumbles 
over the word someone hollers “Spit it out” and she snaps, 

‘ That s why it is platonic!” 

The scene is a party aboard the Defiance, the luxury yacht 
owned by James Gabbert, who also owns TV-20. As Whis¬ 
key. the station mascot breezes by, Madame lunges at him: 
“Wait a minute, I’m not through yet!” 

Although the press has been invited to meet the cast and 
preview Madame’s Place, which will air weeknights at 7:30 
PM and Sundays at 10:30 PM beginning Sept. 20, the bay 
cruise is designed to give a mini-vacation to these people — 
including supporting players Judy Landers, Susan Tolsky and 
Johnny Haymer — who have taped 25 half-hour shows in 
the last five weeks and have 50 to go to complete their first 
season. 


Madame’s apparent age 
shows what fast living can do. 
Her creator swears she’s only 
17 years old. Here in para- 1 
phrase is Wayland Flowers’ 
story of the outrageous lady’s 
origins: 

“The first Madame was a 
gift from a friend (Bob 
Payne). We were working in 
Bil Baird’s show at the New 
York World’s Fair in 1965 
and she was the Wicked 
Witch in The Wizard of Oz.’ 
When she was supposed to 
melt she actually fell through 
a trap door. Up to then I’d al¬ 
ways worked with mario¬ 
nettes but I really liked her. At 
the end of the season he gave 
her to me in a box with a rib¬ 
bon on it... 

“I was sitting in a bar in 
New York when a little old 
lady came in.” He mimes her 
walk, led by a dog on a leash, 
and how the bartender put his 
hand between her legs and 
picked her up. “She said, ‘Put 
me down, you cocksucker!’ 
and the tone was just per¬ 
fect.” Wayland was from the 
South where little old ladies 
didn’t talk that way. That 
woman’s style gave his new 
puppet what she needed — a 
dirty mouth. 

“When I was between jobs I 
did street theatre — I took 
Madame out on the streets. 
Or if I wanted a drink I’d go 
into a bar and prop Madame 
up and she’d say, ‘Buy me a 
fucking drink,’ and somebody 
down the bar would always 
say, ‘Give the old lady what 
she wants.’ We’d order what / 
wanted and I would drink it 
while Madame would mime 
the songs. One night some¬ 
one who owned a bar in the 
Village asked me if we would 
sit on her piano and do a 
show. That was how it started, 
working for $20 a night.” 

As if called to defend what 
he has now, Flowers tells how 
hard it was in the old days, 
“living in a cold water flat 
where I had to go down the 
hall to shower and walk two 
blocks to take a shit.” 

Sometimes Flowers sounds 
almost like Madame, as in the 
anecdote about going home 
with someone to a sixth floor 
walk-up apartment. “When 
we got inside the floor was 
this deep (indicating knee 
level) in crumpled up news¬ 
papers. But I was hot for it so 
I just asked one question: Do 
you smoke?” 

If you think Madame’s a 
camp now, you should have 
heard her in the early days 
when she and Wayland 
played a lot of Gay bars, such 
as the old Sweet Gum Head 
in Atlanta where I first saw 


them about ten years ago. 
“Sure, I did a lot of Gay ma¬ 
terial then,” Flowers says. 
“What would you do in a Gay 
bar? Give ’em what they 
want.” * 

Actually, it’s surprising how 
little the act has changed in 
the intervening years. Middle 
America has accepted a lot 
from Madame — and will 
continue to with her new 
show — that no human enter¬ 
tainer could have gotten away 
with. 

Madame’s Place has 12 
writers, Flowers says, but he 
does a lot of instant rewriting 
as they shoot. The show has a 
stock situation comedy format 
with Madame’s persona being 
its sole distinguishing charac¬ 
teristic, judging from one pri- 
view episode — but what a 
distinguishing characteristic 
she is! She hosts a tv talk 
show from a room in her pa¬ 
latial home, so each program 
features a show within a show 
as Madame interviews a real 
(Debbie Reynolds) or fictional 
(“Mr. Honesty”) guest. 
Flowers starts to tell about 
one man with a chicken 
strapped to his head, but 
breaks up and can’t get it out. 
He says he’ll probably do a 
guest shot himself before the 
season is over. 

One guest you’ll never see 
on Madame’s Place is that 
other symbol of international 
glamour, Miss Piggy. They’ve 
never appeared together and 
you’ll see a Beatles reunion 
before they do. Flowers feels 
that Muppeteer Jim Henson 
stole a lot of his ideas “and 
took that little ‘piggy’ to mar¬ 
ket.” 

When someone tells him 
he was “the' best thing on 
Hollywood Squares,” Flow¬ 
ers disagrees. “The best is 
gone,” he says, launching 
into a series of stories about 
the late Paul Lynde. Because 
of Lynde’s sarcasm, he says, 
some people thought they 
weren’t friends; but that isn’t 
true. 

He describes Lynde as a 
sad, lonely man who had al¬ 
ways wanted to be rich. They 
toured together in summer 
stock for ten weeks in 1976 in 
a variety show. “Paul was 
used to touring in plays and 
wasn’t comfortable playing 
himself,” Flowers says. 
(Lynde made that point in the 
show. I reviewed it at the 
time, saying that shouldn’t 
have been a problem because 
he always played Paul Lynde 
in all the other shows. I said 
Lynde was the weakest thing 
about The Paul Lynde Show, 
as it was called, but I had only 
the highest praise for Way- 


land and Madame. I still re¬ 
member her line about visiting 
Disneyland, sitting on Pinoc- 
chio’s nose and saying, “Lie, 
kid, lie!”) 

Flowers seemed to have 
friends in every city they tra¬ 
veled to who would invite him 
out after the show, while 
Lynde was always alone. “He 
was a man of extremes,” 
Flowers says, telling of 
Lynde’s alternate eating 
binges and crash diets: “You 
just don’t do that to your sys¬ 
tem.” 

Many of Flowers’ best 
anecdotes are “not for print,” 
probably including the one 
about Paul Lynde that ends 
with the punch line, “One ass 
in my Jockey shorts is 
enough!” He won’t discuss his 
own sexuality on the record 
either: “If I can do a good 
thing for everybody, make 
everybody laugh and be 
happy, why fucking kill it? 

“What’s the point anyway? 
Why does everyone have to 
have a label? I don’t know 
what I am. I’ve tried every¬ 
thing, although I have my 
preferences. My biggest regret 
is that I’ll never be able to 
have a baby from my own 


body, because I’d like to ex¬ 
perience that too.” 

While things have loosened 
up in many ways, Flowers 
doesn’t feel that things are 
any better today for Gay en¬ 
tertainers who come out — 
“and they never will be.” Ar¬ 
tists from Liberace to Lynde 
have been able to get away 
with incredible flamboyance, 
but Flowers believes those 
“three little words” (“I am 
Gay”) would create a barrier 
that fans wouldn’t cross. 

We all know the opposing 
argument — that if everyone 
came out at once there’d be 
too many of us for even the 
most bigoted person to reject; 


but that’s not likely to 
happen, so we’ll never know 
who’s right. 

In the meantime, Madame 
will continue to make every¬ 
body laugh and be happy, 
using “fucking” in every other 
sentence (“never as a verb, 
always as an adjective,” her 
platonic friend points out, lest 
you think her less of a lady) 
except on television. There 
she’ll confine herself to such 
mild outrageousness as when 
a psychic, after a burglary, 
senses-that Madame has been 
“broken into and entered,” 
and she responds, “It was 
wonderful, but it was a long 
time ago.” ■

Underbelly Blood and Beauty 


Life in the Gay Demimonde

In Torn Tulle, playwright 
Charles Heinrich takes us 
down from the Gay world of 
gilt-edged Ralph Lauren 
brunches, past the bearded, 
butch hunks and the leather 
lairs to the very underbelly of 
the Gay world inhabited by 
the pimps, the prostitutes, the 
transvestites, the purveyors of 
porn and others of their ilk 
whom the more “genteel” 
choose to reject and demean. 
The setting of Torn Tulle is a 
room behind a sleazy New 
York porno theatre where Or¬ 
lando, theater owner and 
pimp, houses four transvestite 
prostitutes who work the 
streets as well as the theater 
between reels. Madeleine, 
Charlotte, Trixie and Maria 
are a sorry lot: ever abused 
and exploited while living in 
some romantic fantasy that a 
better life is just around the 
corner. Playwright Heinrich 
has made us voyeurs to a side 
of Gay life most of us rarely 
get to see, and though the 
picture is far from pretty the 
play is quite rivetting. 

Though the plot contains 
three murders — all bloodily 
and skillfully executed — di¬ 
rector Charles Solomon has 
opted to temper the play’s 
shock value and focus as well 
on the reality of these 
people’s existence. The four 
transvestites are not cartoons. 
J. Carlton Powers, R. Scott 
Lyons, Doris Fish, and Alexis 
retain distinct personalities, 
each sympathetic in his own 
way. Though the play fails to 


offer insight into how these 
men evolved into their bizarre 
circumstance, the four main¬ 
tain credibility as real human 
beings. There is a goodly 
amount of bitch-fighting 
amongst them, but when it 
comes to survival they know 
they have few friends beyond 
each other, and they rally in 
support. 

Mitch Welenken is despic¬ 
ably sinister as the pimp, Or¬ 
lando, who simultaneously 
protects and exploits the 
“girls” for his personal gain 
and perverse pleasure. His 
Act II scene with Maria, his 
favorite, dramatically illus¬ 
trates Orlando’s hold over his 
brood; it is an intense, par¬ 
ticularly well-acted portion of 
the play. 


As a corrupt cop who trig¬ 
gers the play’s violence, Glen 
Perkins does well with some 
surreal, sexual moments. 'To 
say more would be too re¬ 
vealing of the plot. 

There are a few problems 
with the play as it stands. 
Some poetic, philosophical 
monologues seem a bit out of 
place, and there is a need for 
ensemble tightening in Act I. 
Nonetheless, Torn Tulle is a 
substantial piece of theater 
that takes us on an eye¬ 
opening walk through the 
darker corners of the Gay 
netherworld. ■

The Urge From 
Suggestive to Bold

It’s been a great week for Gay theater. First Studio 
Rhino unveiled Torn Tulle, and then the 544 Natoma 
t heater Workshop opened Sunsets, three one acts by 
Cal Yeomans. All three plays are sexual in nature and 
range from suggestive to boldly erotic. 


The Line Forms to the 
Rear is a rewrite of a piece 
first presented by Studio 
Rhino several years ago. 
Here it has been shaped and 
tightened, by both the author 
and actor Blaine Souza, into a 
richly wrought character 
study of a former drag queen 
who now spends his time 
giving blow jobs to all comers 
at a rural Florida beachside 
tea-room. In a monologue 
delivered directly to the audi¬ 
ence, Henry Wayne (alias 
Henrietta) tells us the story of 
his life including his calling to 
sex service after being hit in 
the head by an exploding can 
of tuna at a local K-Mart. The 
monologue is both funny and 
touching and is deftly per¬ 
formed by Souza under Peter 
Hartman’s direction. 


At the End of the Road 

gives us another virtual 
monologue, this time by 
Leona who arrives, potbellied 
and becurlered, at the same 
beach. While her husband, 
Manny, prowls the tea-room 
in search of men who will ser¬ 
vice his wife while he watches, 
Leona tells us about herself 
and her husband and their 
sex life of which there is never 
enough for Leona. When a 
young hunk appears on the 
beach and enters the tea¬ 
room, we see why Leona is 
so sexually unfulfilled. 

Ann Block is a touch hesi¬ 
tant as Leona but still mana¬ 
ges a funny, believable char¬ 
acterization. David Baker as 
Manny and John Ponyman 
as the hunk are both fine. 
What needs cutting frdm the 


play is a gratuitous theatrical 
joke — homage to Edward 
Albee — in which a son and 
daughter drag their Ancient 
Mother across the beach. It 
adds absolutely nothing but 
distraction to the story at 
hand. 

In the Shadow of a Rain¬ 
bow is the closing piece of the 
evening, and it is a knockout. 
John, a Gay man who hangs 
out at the beach, encounters 
Dan, a straight family man, 
and their attraction is undeni¬ 
able. After quick sex at John’s 
house, Dan hurriedly departs, 
but each subsequent en¬ 
counter becomes longer and 
more intense, culminating in 
a nude wrestling match (a la 
Women in Love) in which 
Dan finally submits to con¬ 
scious homosexual love. 

John Ponyman as John 
and Dennis Yount as Dan are 
both wholly believable in their 
roles, and their chemistry is 
exciting to watch. Peter Hart¬ 
man directs Rainbow as a 
mating dance and creates a 
sexual tension that is spell¬ 
binding through the play’s 
final moment. 

Cal Yeoman’s plays are il¬ 
lustrated sexual attitudes that 
are most effective in their de¬ 
piction of homosexual urges 
in substantially heterosexual 
men. He has an erotic sensi¬ 
bility to his writing, and his 
use of overt sex acts to illus¬ 
trate the powerful draw of 
man-to-man sex is both 
fitting, and exciting. Sunsets is 
an intensely homosexual and 
homoerotic evening of 
theater. The entire triple bill is 
highly recommended. ■

Endangered Species 

Well Done Bull Story

A while back the press re¬ 
ported strange mutilations of 
cows in the midwest. The ani¬ 
mals had all the blood sucked 
out of them as well as their in¬ 
ternal organs cleanly re¬ 
moved. Nobody could figure 
out how it could be done. In 
Endangered Species director 
Alan Rudolph provides a 
taut, crisply paced film that 
provides a reasonable yet hy¬ 
pothetical answer to the 
mystery. 

The film never steers us 
wrong, but does not really 
provide any resolution either. 
It stars Jobeth Williams (the 
mother in Poltergeist) as a 
sheriff of a small farming com¬ 
munity in Colorado and be¬ 
gins with a written adviso that 
since 1969 ostensibly all germ 
warfare research was stopped 
by law. It ends with a note 
that since this research ended 
there have been more than 
10,000 unexplainable mutila¬ 
tions. 

What’s sandwiched in be¬ 
tween them is a Hollywood 
fashioned thriller about 
government coverup and 
radical right wingers testing 
their own chemicals on poor 
unsuspecting cattle. Set 
against Gary Wright’s omi¬ 
nous synthesizer score, the 
film dishes out information in 
teasing, gradual portions to 
keep us ever involved in the 
bizarre happenings. 


written by Harold Pinter in 
which everybody thinks 
screaming is the only way to 
communicate. 

Oh, well, Don’s Party is 
really out of date anyway. It 
was made in 1976 by Bruce 
Beresford way before his 
brilliant Breaker Morant 
transformed him into one of 
the hot Australian directors. 
It’s based on a popular Aus¬ 
tralian stage play that loses 
something in its oceanic pas¬ 
sage. It’s sort of an inside joke 
which is probably funny if you 
are from Down Under but just 
strangely coarse if you’re not. 

You’re all invited to Don’s 
Party at the Four Star Thea¬ 
ter but bring your friends so 
you’ll have people you can 
talk with. 


Drugstore Romance 

Endless Love Story

If it hadn’t been made first. 
Drugstore Romance could 
have been Endless Love II. 
It’s about an allegedly mature 
man named Pierrot (Nicolas 
Silberg) who at first sight be¬ 
comes obsessively attracted to 
a more mature woman 
(Helene Surgere). 


She’s nothing special, a bit 
elegant for a pharmacist may¬ 
be; but he’s a certifiable loony 
who freaks out when she re¬ 
jects him. After he’s suffered 
enough she tells him she has 
three months to live and 
wants to spend them with 
him. 

This plays out against mu¬ 
sic of Gabriel Faure, who 
works cheaDer than Diana 
Ross and Lionel Ritchie, 
having been dead for 57 
years. 

Frankly, I thought Pierrot 
and his Pierrette deserved 
each other. I was only afraid 
they’d both outlive me as the 
film dragged on. 

Some peripheral characters 
are more interesting than the 
leads: a teenaged girl with a 
dirty mouth; a part-time pros¬ 
titute; and the owner of the 
garage where Pierrot works. 
All three have the hots for our 
hero. When the boss reveals 
his longing, Pierrot is willing: 
“If one inspires love one has 
no right to refuse.”

The 
first is the monologue of 
Henry Wayne (played by 
Blaine Souza) a moving ex¬ 
posure of a former southern 
‘queen’ trying to find himself 
in a small town. The next 
monologue is brought to us 
by Leona (Ann Block) whose 
husband Manny (David 
Baker) is trying desperately to 
keep his Gayness from him¬ 
self and be loyal to his wife. 
Ann’s humorous approach to 
this is refreshing and builds 
the intensity nicely for the 
stunning third act. In this 
John (John Ponyman) gives 
us insights into Dan (Dannis 
Yount) who is at last dis¬ 
covering the joys of his Gay 
sexuality, but can’t come out 
because of a wife and kids. 
The writing is superlative 
here, and John Ponyman 
grabs it and runs away with 
the whole show. The energy 
between Ponyman and 
Yount is so intense, you’ll find 
yourself wanting to jack off by 
the end of the play, which 
concludes with a nude wres¬ 
tling scene in the sand, very 
well choreographed and 
building to the point of explo¬ 
sion. Bravo to John and 
Dennis for working this won¬ 
der together.

Parker in the Sky 
with Dawson 


The opening scene of A1 
Parker’s new movie, Turned 
On, occurs in conventional 
reality. The rest of the movie, 
which Parker himself admits is 
more bizarre than anything 
he’s ever done, is a heady 
dream, a floating free-fall of 
sexuality. It’s a tea smoker’s 
delight, the measured, insis¬ 
tent pace of the synthesizer 
background score comple¬ 
menting the slow and relent¬ 
less sexual onslaught. It’s the 
most carefully staged porno 
I’ve ever seen (not necessarily 
a compliment) and the combi¬ 
nation of slow pace, deliber¬ 
ate staging, and incessant sex 
make the 90-minute length 
seem a good deal longer than 
that. 

Turned On is never boring, 
but it becomes a marathon — 
would I last to the end? How 
long can I sit there with a 
hardon? This abundant length 
makes it perfect for home 
video viewing, which is how I 
screened the film. In a theatre 
I’d probably O.D. But at 
home one can start and stop, 
and that’s probably the best 
way to control this hardon 
dream. 

Technically speaking, the 
movie is a marvel. The light¬ 
ing is particularly beautiful, its 
bluish-white shine bringing 
the lucid brilliance of a Greek 
mountain landscape to the 
muscular terrain of the per¬ 
formers’ bodies. The cinema¬ 
tography of Tom Howard is 
equally brilliant, sharply fo¬ 
cused and close up to the 
action, coming through a TV 
screen with state of the art 
clarity and no feeling of con¬ 
finement.

the several years since his ini¬ 
tial appearance he’s been 
cloned and Nautilused. His 
shorter haircut accentuates 
his cheekbones and his lithe, 
taut body is just a touch 
beefy. Other than a trim of his 
previously bushy pubic hair, 
his cock hasn’t undergone 
any change, and didn’t need 
to. Constantly erect, standing 
up instead of out, it’s so hard 
as to appear steel-cored. Not 
lengthy, like Parker’s, this 
cock broadens near the base 
to impressive girth. It may not 
reach bottom, but it sure 
scrapes hell out of the sides. 

Their differing cock types 
aside, Parker and Dawson 
could well be brothers. Their 
blushing cheeks, delicately 
colored eyelids, and intense 
gazes match exactly. I could 
hardly wait for what I as¬ 
sumed was their inevitable 
star duet. 

That’s the problem with 
Turned On. Dawson and 
Parker never get to bring their 
inspired matching to full con¬ 
summation. They have sex, 
but only momentarily. Parker 
traces Dawson to Mac’s 
Baths, an actual Los Angeles 
establishment (and a pretty 
lush looking one at that), 
where Dawson is employed. 
He keeps catching sight of 
Dawson over his shoulder 
while having sex with a dozen 
other guys. Sometimes he 
fantasizes that his partner is 
Dawson, and we see the two 
making it, but we never get 
the grand, culminating tangle 
that the pairing demands. 

One unusually effective 
scene finds Dawson and 
Parker clad in jockstraps.

Veteran director Steve 
Scott demonstrates his usual 
expertise, although he could 
have paced the film better. 
There is actually a surfeit of 
sex here. I never thought I’d 
find that a problem, but my 
viewing companions and I 
needed a seventh inning 
stretch. 

The film opens when A1 
Parker enters a bar, spots Sky 
Dawson across the room, and 
is turned on. A1 follows Sky 
into the men’s room, but finds 
Sky having sex there with 
Greg Dale. A1 consoles him¬ 
self with a young blond in a 
toilet stall. It’s not too glamor¬ 
ous a locale, and a bit cramp¬ 
ed, but in between shooting 
longing glances at Sky, A1 
and his trick manage some 
good sucking and fucking be¬ 
fore A1 shoots a load high 
over the blond’s back. He 
then sets out in search of Sky. 

Appetites are whetted by 
this scene. Dawson seems a 
perfect match for Parker. He’s 
as quiet and intense as Park¬ 
er, and equally beautiful. In 


wandering down an aisle of 
jockstrapped studs on pedes¬ 
tals. These living statues, 
therefore, have their baskets 
at mouth level and their 
heads off screen. Talk about 
sex objects. Dawson and 
Parker work on some of these 
tantalizing baskets but keep 
throwing longing glances at 
each other. Why they don’t 
just splat together like mag¬ 
nets is beyond me, and not a 
little frustrating. I mean, all 
those other guys will be there 
later! 

A1 dreams of his arrival at 
Mac’s, in which he opens sev¬ 
eral lockers to find they con¬ 
tain the living torsos of some 
overly-hung guys. Two of 
these three locker lingams are 
uncut, and the scene will 
have foreskin fans feverish. A1 
takes his leisurely time with 
these treats, stretching the 
skin into dripping ovals with 
his fingers, running his tongue 
around the cockheads under 
their hoods. It’s rare to see 
foreskins treated thusly in a 
medium that usually sticks to 


the cut. Scene finale is an 
eye-opener orgasm in which 
cum drops through the near 
closed tip of a foreskin to land 
on Parker’s upturned face, 
glistening on his beard and 
mustache. 

A momentary horror is the 
asshole of a squatting man, 
which turns itself nearly inside 
out and resembles the maw of 
an octopus. Hardly a turn on, 
it made my sphincter snap 
closed so hard it took the ef¬ 
forts of three friends to pry it 
open. 

Turning me back on were 
the cameo guest appearances 
of Jim King and Scott Taylor. 
Taylor’s is a tour-de- force 
£olo. On a raised platform, 
surrounded by spectators, 
Taylor demonstrates his 
prowess as a dancer, his be¬ 
wildering agility, superbly 
honed body, and his famous 
dong, bigger than the ones 
size queens dream about. 
Leaning casually forward, he 
smears this wonder cock 
about his own face, licking 
and nipping it, before wrap¬ 
ping his lips over its swollen

head. It’s a routine for which 
Taylor is justifiably famous, 
and has never been better 
filmed. But Taylor has added 
something even more stun¬ 
ning than his self-suck.
